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Council Election Roster Grows to Nine 
As Candidates Pope, Herling and Ivy File 


The slate for the November 3 Greenbelt City Council election is now set as challengers Silke Pope, 
Kelly Ivy and incumbent Konrad Herling’s nomination forms have been certified by the city clerk. Incum- 
bents Ed Putens, Leta Mach, Judith Davis and Rodney Roberts and challengers Emmett Jordan and Che 
Sayles have already submitted their nomination forms; biographies for them were in prior issues. Ivy has 
not yet submitted his biography to the News Review. It will be printed in a future issue. 


Silke Pope 

A proud and active member 
of the community for 11 years, 
Silke Pope came to Greenbelt 
from Frankfurt, Germany in 1998 
with her husband, Joseph, initially 
making a home in Springhill Lake 
(since renamed Empirian Village). 
Quickly taken with Greenbelt’s 
welcoming spirit and rich tradition 
of community, Pope soon engaged 
with neighbors and local govern- 
ment, helping in 1999 to found 
the Springhill Lake Neighborhood 
Improvement Team. The group 
bridged gaps, sharing concerns 
and generating solutions among 
residents, complex management 
and the city on topics of public 
safety and other quality of life 
issues. It marked her initial foray 
into public life in Greenbelt. 

That can-do community spirit 
has been shown repeatedly by 
Pope over the years in our special 
city. A mother of two with one 
still in school, her accomplish- 
ments include serving as president 
since 2006 of the Belle Point 
Homeowners Association where 
her family now resides. She has 
served on the city’s Public Safe- 
ty Advisory Committee (PSAC)

since 2000, chairing the group 
since 2003. She helped uplift and 
empower many underprivileged 
children including those learning 
English as a second language at 
Greenbelt Middle School (GMS) 
from 2001-2007 and presently as 
full-time Parent Liaison for GMS 
and Magnolia Elementary School. 

During her tenure leading the 
Public Safety Advisory Commit- 
tee, the city has seen real im- 
provements in safety including 
the upgrade of security cameras at 
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Konrad Herling 


Roosevelt Center and their installa- 
tion on the Spellman Overpass, as 
well as emergency call boxes on 
Metro Drive and in the Springhill 
Lake area. She’s long supported 
community policing and the use of 
bicycle patrols. Always mindful 
of public input, Pope has pushed 
for yearly PSAC community fo- 
rums on public safety throughout 
the city — in Greenbelt East, West 
and Center. By inviting feedback

County Plans for Area Roads 
Omitted Input from Greenbelt 


A major issue before the 
Greenbelt City Council for the 
September 14 regular meeting 
was discussion of the Prince 
George’s County Master Plan of 
Transportation, which was ap- 
proved in resolution CR-54-2009 
(DR-1) by the Prince George’s 
County Council on July 21. This 
resolution updates the 2002 plan 
to give guidelines for transporta- 
tion spending in support of the 
county’s preferred future devel- 
opment. 

The City of Greenbelt had sent 
testimony on February 4, 2009 
expressing concerns to county 
officials about the preliminary 
plan. The draft plan as adopted 
in July did not address all of the 
city’s concerns. 

Intensive expansion of Ke- 
nilworth Avenue, which the City 
of Greenbelt has long opposed, is 
still included in the revised plan, 
though expansions to Crescent 
Road, Ora Glen Drive and Ridge 
Road have been excluded. The 
City of Greenbelt opposed these 
expansions as well. 

The city requested, but did 
not get, limits to the expansion 
of Hanover Parkway and Cher- 
rywood Lane. The current plan 
calls for the Maryland-National

Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission, Prince George’s County 
Department of Public Works and 
Transportation and the City of 
Greenbelt to work together “to 
address both the failing levels of 
service” of the two roadways and 
“all other traffic and operational 
challenges associated with the 
buildout land use projected by 
the Master Plans for this part of 
Prince George’s County.” 

Amy Hofstra, a community 
planner in the city’s Department 
of Planning and Community De- 
velopment, told council the plan 
focuses on multi-modal trans- 
portation and includes a number 
of policy recommendations that 
are broad and vague in scope. 
Some of these, Hofstra said, may 
strongly influence future develop- 
ment in Greenbelt. 

Staff would be monitoring 
these issues, Hofstra said, and 
as things become clearer, she 
thought council might want to 
comment on them to the county. 

She added that in other in- 
stances the county is recommend- 
ing inter-jurisdictional boards to 
address certain parts of the plan, 
although the city is not included 
on such a board, to look at the 
expansion of Hanover Parkway 


and Cherrywood Lane within the 
city. Mayor Judith Davis noted 
both roads are owned by the city, 
not the county. 

Hofstra recommended that the 
city provide testimony on the 
current plan at the last public 
hearing, repeating the city’s re- 
quest that expansion of Hanover 
Parkway and Cherrywood Lane 
be dropped from the plan. She 
recommended that parts of the 
plan also be rewritten to specifi- 
cally include municipal participa- 
tion on any inter-jurisdictional 
boards or other groups assigned a 
focus on development within city 
limits or changes to municipality- 
owned roads. 

The final public hearing is 
scheduled for October 13 and 
Davis requested that the city 
be represented there. Council- 
member Konrad Herling said he 
would also introduce the issue for 
support at the Prince George’s 
County Municipal Association 
meeting on September 17. 

Stormwater Management 

Citizen Bill Duncan asked 
council to send a letter to the 
county executive in support of 


a strong county ordinance for

Monday, September 21 was the last day for filing nominating 
petitions for candidates seeking election to the Greenbelt City 
Council. The News Review is once again asking questions of 
them. The answers will be published in future issues of the paper 
before the November 3 city election. 

This year we ask four questions. Answers to the questions will 
be published during the month of October with the first question’s 
answers published October 1, the second question’s answers pub- 
lished October 8, etc. Candidates are required to submit their 
answers to the News Review offices before 9 p.m. on the Monday 
preceding the question’s publication date, preferably on disk or 
by email. Answers will be limited to 300 words. If an answer 


exceeds the limit, the answer will be cut off at that point.

1. Why do you seek this office and why do you think you are 
well qualified to be a city councilmember? (Due September 28 


for October 1 issue) 

2. Expected development in Greenbelt West has been delayed 
due to the downturn in the national and local economies. Is it 
more important to revise covenants, agreements and approved 
development plans to accommodate developers under the present 
economic climate and add value to the city tax base with new 
construction or to hold fast on past efforts to achieve higher qual- 
ity development for land close to Metro? Why? (Due October 
5 for October 8 issue) 

3. Do you support the changes in election procedures enacted 
by the city council to achieve greater voter participation and diver- 
sity of candidates? If not, why not? Are other changes needed? 
If so, what changes? (Due October 12 for October 15 issue) 

4. With property values down and state and federal shared rev- 
enue cut or eliminated, the city can expect less growth in revenue 
than in the past or even significant loss of revenue. If so, what 
specific changes to the budget will you seek if the choice becomes 
one of either increasing taxes and fees or cutting programs and 
services? (Due October 19 for October 22 issue)

reporting of the discussions at the 
annual stakeholder’s meeting of 
August 26 (not 8/24 as reported). 

So you know, Fred Wine has 
been associated with the man- 
agement and improvement of 
Beltway Plaza for approximately 
24 years and has been an owner 
since 1996 and Dave Sullivan has 
been involved in the construc- 
tion and property management of 
Beltway Plaza since 1993. I, Kap 
Kapastin, have been the attorney 
and community relations repre- 
sentative for Beltway Plaza for 20 
years, since the time of Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld. 

On our watch and under our 
management, Beltway Plaza 
brought Greenbelt the nation’s 
best discounter, Target, the re- 
gion’s foremost grocer, Giant, 
and a renovated 8-screen movie 
house with stadium seating, the 
Academy 8. 

However, Greenbelt West, in- 
cluding Beltway Plaza, is and has 
been ripe for further rejuvena- 
tion for a significant period of 
time. So far, as we related at the 
stakeholder’s session, planning ob- 
stacles have been repeatedly raised 
to the evolution of Beltway Plaza 
to a revitalized center, offering 
mixed-use residential and retail 
aspects. Opportunities have been 
missed, not only at Beltway Plaza 
but at the former Springhill Lake 
and in the North Core and South 
Core areas of the Greenbelt Metro 
Station project. 

As the recent past has amply 
demonstrated, it is far easier to 
stop and curtail improvements 
than it is to encourage and foster 
them. No doubt, the economic 
recession is today stifling the 
financing and construction of im- 
provements. But take heart, a rea- 
sonable approach and a sustained, 
phased planning effort needs to be 
undertaken now, to prepare for the 
next upturn in the economy. 

Our rental housing stock (along 
with our population) is aging and 
requires replacement and augmen- 
tation. Unnecessary roadblocks 
and delays are expensive and ul- 
timately destructive of our future 
as a community. 

We scaled back our project to 
improve the Breezewood Road 
side of Beltway Plaza only and 
to act as an impetus to Empirian 
Village as well. 

At the stakeholder’s session, 
we found the interest in senior 
housing, cooperative housing, 
owner-occupied housing and rental 
housing among councilmembers 
encouraging and we look forward 
to working with the city to meet 
the needs of Greenbelt West and 
of greater Greenbelt, too.

and explaining initiatives, Pope 
has contributed to the reality and 
the perception of enhanced safety 
for all residents. 

Even before earning U.S. citi- 
zenship in 2006, Pope had been 
very active in the American Le- 
gion Auxiliary where she was 
president for two years. She’s 
helped coordinate Greenbelt Vol- 
unteer Fire Department fundraising 
on projects that include restoration 
of their historic fire truck and 
helped organize two USO fund- 
raisers in conjunction with the 
American Legion. 

Employed in local schools 
since 2001, Pope has been able 
to make a difference in the lives 
of youth across Greenbelt, many 
of them disadvantaged. She cur- 
rently works with approximately 
1,300 families providing referrals 
to county agencies and informa- 
tion on school policies, atten- 
dance/truancy issues and mentor- 
ing initiatives. Sympathetic to the 
challenges that face lower income 
families and local Hispanic and 
African American youth, Pope led 
a mentoring group for 14 girls, 
many from broken or troubled 
homes. The six-week course cul- 
minated in a very nice, paid-for 
graduation dinner in Greenbelt, a 
moment of pride and progress. 

When still in Germany, Pope 
worked in the field of interna- 
tional business relations where her 
bilingual ability and organizational 
skills were critical. Attuned to 
cross-cultural issues, Pope has 
long practiced effective commu- 
nication across all kinds of de- 
mographic boundaries. Her prior 
professional experience includes 
positions of responsibility within 
large international institutions 
focused on finance and account 
services. 

A member of St. Hugh since 
2000, Pope serves actively on the 
fundraising committee. She has 
been involved in efforts to gather 
funds including the Texas BBQ, 
Shrimp Feast and Oktoberfest 
events. 

Raised in small-town Germany, 
Pope brings to Greenbelt familiar 
small-town values of community 
with the professional and social 
experience that comes from living 
and working in diverse cultures. 
Her natural tendency is one of 
engagement and activity in the 
community, taking on numerous 
volunteer roles and accruing ac- 
complishments in Greenbelt over 
the past decade, many even before 
becoming a U.S. citizen. 


Konrad Herling 

Elected to the City Council in 
2003, Konrad Herling is running 
for a fourth term to continue his 
ongoing commitment to unify the 
community. A lifelong resident of 
Greenbelt, Herling, 56, has served 
the community for over 30 years 
continually seeking to bring the 
community closer together and to 
improve the quality of life for all 
of its residents. For his sustained 
efforts, Konrad Herling was hon- 
ored in 2001 as Greenbelt’s Out- 
standing Citizen. 

To help connect Greenbelt, 
Herling has been a catalyst in 
proposing and developing pro- 
grams which increase the sense of 
community and common purpose. 
His work in the arts, transporta- 
tion, community access television, 
and efforts to revitalize the town 
center, for example, are driven 
by this motivation. A common 
thread in all of his efforts through 
the years is that he initiates many 
new ideas, engages others in join- 


ing the effort, nurtures the group 
until it has reached a critical mass, 
continues in a counseling role to 
assure that the effort becomes self- 
sustaining and then allows others to 
assume the leadership mantle of the 
many community organizations he 
has launched. Many others have 
been introduced to the process 
of participating in civic activities 
by his example and leadership. 
Trained initially to be a teacher 
at Towson University, where he 
received his undergraduate degree, 
he has been a legal analyst for the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion for over 30 years. 

To improve the city’s planning 
process, as early as 1989 Herling 
proposed, in an earlier attempt to 
run for City Council, that the city 
create a Department of Planning. 
Council, in its next session did 
so, resulting in an effective focus 
for city planning and providing 
professional analysis and recom- 
mendations to the City Council for 
the past 20 years. 

Herling was the catalyst for 
the Charrette planning process to 
actively involve residents in plan- 
ning for our community’s future. 
He organized the original Roos- 
evelt Center Charrette of 1985, 
which provided four designs to 
help improve access to the Center. 
Other charettes have resulted: for 
Springhill Lake Apartments (when 
owned by AIMCO) in 2004 and 
the Greener Initiative, GHI’s plan- 
ning exercise to develop proposals 
for a more sustainable community. 
Additionally, Herling was a strong 
advocate of including citizens in 
the visioning process of 2008, 
resulting in goals for the city de- 
rived from citizen input. 

To help improve access around 
town, Herling made transportation 
a top priority during his six years 
on Council. He wrote the grant 
proposal to the Council of Gov- 
ernment’s Transportation Planning 
Board yielding $20,000 to secure 
a transportation planning firm, 
assess current transportation offer- 
ings and prospective needs of the 
community and create a citizens 
charrette to chart out possible new 
routes to ease access throughout 
town. As a founding member of 
Transit Riders United — Greenbelt, 
he has met with representatives 
of the County’s Department of 
Transportation and Metro officials 
to advocate bus service for those 
commuting to Metro and for those 
needing to get more easily from 
one sector of town to another. 

Improving walkability and bik- 
ability have been aspects of access 
supported by Herling at charrettes 
concerning Greenbelt East, Green- 
belt Center and Empirian Village, 
where he lived from 1979-1984. 
He also requested that Greenway 
Center work with Metro to im- 
prove safe access for the disabled 
community and that every pro- 
posed change in city sidewalks 
take the needs of the disabled 
into account. Public safety is 
key to effective transportation and 
Herling has pressed for traffic 
circles and other speed reduction 
techniques, where needed and for 
improved lighting. 

Herling has advocated the use 
of underpasses in any new de- 
velopment, such as in Greenbelt 
West, taking advantage of the 
original planners’ design to pro- 
vide for safe access for children, 
walkers and bicyclists. Herling, 
a strong supporter of the pro- 
posed Purple Line, regularly keeps 
abreast of transportation plan- 
ning concerns on a regional basis, 
which inevitably links to local 
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transportation issues. 

To enrich the community, in 
1979 Herling led the charge for 
a new cultural arts center. As 
the founder of the Greenbelt Arts 
Center in 1979, he brought cul- 
tural programs to Greenbelt which 
offered patrons an opportunity to 
be enriched by performances in 
theater, music, and classic film 
— using the Old Greenbelt movie 
theater which had been vacant for 
nearly three years, thus helping to 
restore and preserve that space. 
For his work leading the way on a 
new Arts Center, he was honored 
as one of Prince George’s Coun- 
ty’s Outstanding Citizens in 1984 
and as one of the Ten Outstanding 
Young Marylanders in 1985 by 
the Maryland State Jaycees. Her- 
ling also is a founding member of 
the Utopia Film Festival. 

To build a more inclusive com- 
munity, Herling, in 2003, as a 
member of the Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Board, helped write 
the “Community Pledge” to in- 
crease diversity. In 2006, Herling 
initiated an international cultural 
festival, with invaluable help of a 
diverse group of talented Green- 
belters who produced programs 
celebrating Celtic, Scandinavian 
and Latin American cultures. For 
many years Herling has advocated 
for a program to welcome new 
residents. It was adopted this year 
by Council as part of the city’s 
effort to educate and promote 
awareness and involvement for 
all of its citizens. Herling also 
serves as chair of the Four Cities 
Coalition on homelessness and on 
COG’s Washington Area Housing 
Partnership Board of Directors. 

As a councilmember, in ad- 
dition to his steadfast support 
of the arts and a more effective 
transportation system both for 
commuters and for intra-city trips, 
Herling has also been a strong 
supporter for the construction of 
a new Greenbelt middle school, 
exploring coordinating grants and 
marketing to secure additional 
revenues in a challenging fiscal 
period and increasing participation 
in the electoral process and voted 
to expand the number of council 
seats from five to seven. 

When not busy with his full 
time job or at council meetings, 
he may be found cheering on 
Greenbelt’s youth, including Al- 
len and Kristen Beauchamp (his 
friend, Edith’s children) at Boys 
& Girls Club football, basketball 
or Greenbelt Baseball League 
games.

stormwater management. Coun- 
ties are required to conform to a 
state act passed in 2007 and must 
provide the state with draft regu- 
lations by November. Duncan 
said the state act has good regula- 
tions for new development but he 
thought it was lax on restrictions 
for redevelopment. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said he had attended a storm- 
water forum several weeks earlier 
and believed the city was already 
working on sending a message of 
this nature to the county. Davis 
asked to refer the matter to the 
city’s Planning Department, the 
Greenbelt Advisory Committee 
on Environmental Sustainability 
(GreenACES) and perhaps the Ad- 
visory Planning Board. She asked 
that it be included on the agenda 
for council’s next meeting. 

Davis also advised Duncan that 
a GreenACES meeting was cur- 
rently in progress and he left im- 
mediately to attend the meeting. 

Springhill Lake Gym 

Council learned earlier this 
month that the gym at Springhill 
Lake Elementary School had been 
closed because of structural prob- 
lems.

stantial crack in the gym wall but 
said there could be other problems 
as well. Roberts made a motion 
that the city send a letter to the 
board of education to ask about 
the issue and to urge a repair as 
soon as possible. 

Council wanted to indicate in 
the letter that the city is willing 
to work with the board of educa- 
tion to resolve the problem and 
in the meantime wants to see 
space provided for the children to 
have physical activities. Council 
unanimously passed the motion to 
contact the county.

School. During tryouts Lyn sang 
“Stop in the Name of Love” 
by the Supremes. She said she 
felt “comfortable at the tryouts 
because it was small and (held) 
in the cozy Greenbelt Art Center 
space.” 

Nine contestants made it to the 
finals of the Greenbelt Idol, which 
was held on the first night of the 
Labor Day Festival. Friends and 
family members gathered at 9 
p.m. on Friday, September 4 to 
hear and cheer for their favorite 
Greenbelt Idol singer. Emcee 
Chris Fominaya introduced each 
contestant while judges Jenna 
Jones, Konrad Herling and Ann 
Burt provided critiques. 

In the end the audience mem- 
bers got to choose the winner by 
purchasing tokens to cast their 
votes. By the close of the night, 
Lyn was able to capture the audi- 
ence with her rendition of “Chas- 
ing Pavements” (originally sung 
by Adele) and became the winner 
of the 2009 Greenbelt Idol com- 
petition. 

Biography 

Raised in Prince George’s 
County, Lyn has performed in 
various concerts, as well at her 
school’s coffee house. Lyn also 
won the Roosevelt Idol in 2009. 
Her musical background includes 
being a classically-trained pianist 
and studying jazz, classical cello 
and classical voice. Additionally, 
Lyn is the principal cellist of the 
ERHS Chamber Orchestra and a 
member of the Chamber Choir 
and String Theory Cello Quartet. 

Lyn’s musical journey started 
at age seven when her parents 
encouraged her to start piano 
lessons. She said she tried to 
quit a few times but her par- 
ents wouldn’t hear of it. Now, 
however, Lyn has changed her 
perspective about music. 

“T realized how much I loved 
music and how it had grown to 
become a part of me,” she says. 
“Music taught me discipline and 
has helped develop my view of 
the world and a respect for dif- 
ferent cultures and peoples so I 
don’t look at music as a hobby 
but as a tool for understanding 
myself and others.” 

Instead of focusing on one 
genre of music, Lyn said she tries 
to practice what she does best 
and then learn new skills and idi- 
oms. “I also enjoy improving or 
Yamming’ with people. Jamming 
forces you to always be on your 
feet and to think and plan by the 
second. Making melodies and 
harmonies on the spot is the most 
exhilarating benefit of playing an 
instrument,” said Lyn. 

Even with her extensive musi- 
cal background and former par- 
ticipation in the Roosevelt Idol, 
Lyn still found the Greenbelt 


Idol a new experience with its 
own challenges. For one, she 
was the only contestant under 18 
to participate. She said, “I was 
uneasy walking into the tryout 
room because I thought I was in 
a room of professionals.” How- 
ever, Lyn was grateful that all the 
other contestants were friendly 
and welcoming. 

Also, unlike the ERHS Idol 
competition, where she played the 
piano while singing along to the 
track of another song, Lyn had to 
sing a capella for the Greenbelt 
Idol. 

“Singing a capella placed me 
on the spot,” she says. “I had 
to stay in tune; keep up with the 
rhythm; and [ had to ensure that 
the song kept moving, otherwise 
the pulse of the song could have 
gotten lost without the presence 
of music,” said Lyn. 

Major Challenge 

Another challenge that Lyn 
had to face was to sing in front 
of such a large audience for the 
first time. To cope with this, 
she made sure she chose a song 
she knew very well in case she 
got nervous and forgot the lyrics. 
Additionally, to prepare herself 
for her performance, she would 
practice singing over the roaring 
of traffic on the pedestrian bridge 
between the apartments on Ha- 
nover Parkway and the entrance 
to Old Greenbelt. 

Even with the challenges she 
had to face, Lyn received a great 
deal of support from her family 
and friends. Her mom said she 
and their father enjoyed being 
there for their children, taking 
them to programs and participat- 
ing when they could. Mrs. Lyn 
said she is very proud to see Lyn 
“taking the initiative to practice 
and do something with her God- 
given talent.” 

Although Lyn has been per- 
forming on stage, she said her 
dream job is actually in the class- 
room, teaching high school or- 
chestra. She also does not plan to 
compete in any more Greenbelt Idol 
because she said it would be unfair. 
Lyn said she already got her chance 
to win this year and would like to 
give others that chance. 

When asked what she would 
do with the prize money that 
she won from the Greenbelt Idol 
competition, Lyn said she plans 
to give a contribution to her 
church and buy a laptop for col- 
lege. She is also grateful for all 
the support she has received dur- 
ing this competition. 

“T would love to thank the city 
of Greenbelt, all of my family 
(mom, dad, grandma, uncle and 
cousins) and all of my special 
friends from ERHS who support- 
ed me with their votes and words 
of encouragement,” said Lyn.
